Sixtchly, This Sin was of the greateft Sloth, 
1mprudence, and 1nadyertence, in that while God 
had endowed Man with Knowledge, Righteouſnels, 
and Holineſs, when Satan did accoſt him, with a 
Ly, to break the Command, he ſhould. have re- 
flefted on the Righteoulneſs and Hoilneſs, of God, 
that ic was impbtuible: for God to Lie, and thereby 
ſhould have reſifted Satans Suggeftions, founded on 
a Ly from the Holyneſs and Goodneſs of God 
in giving man-all things ; he ſhould have reaſoned 
that 1t was norjuſt im him to murmur at his plea- 
ure in mans being reſtrained from ſome thing, 
apon Satans firſt Suggeſtion of a Ly againft God, 
he ſhould not have liftned further to him, but reft- 
ed jn the Credit of Gods truth and continued in 
his Obedience.

ed with the deceitful Appetites and Lufſts of the 
Fleſh, 1 Fob.

Firſt, By diftrufting of God, and then by a Ca- 
vetous lufting after waat was ſetapart from them 
by Gods prohibition, and ſo breaking the limits of 
Obedience, lers the Luft ſwing after a carnal pro- 
penfion or forwardneſs to ſatiate their defires,,ahd 
thus diſorders the righteous frame of Juſtice, 'Holy- 
neſs and Knowledge, lately erefted by God in 
them, ſo that this Sin was not. only that actua]

If Adam by 13 Apoſtacy from God - did defile 
his Nature from the firſt purity, and that all men 
fince are the ted of Alim, we muſt inter that all 
men by Natural Generation are of a Corrupted 
race 
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race and'naturally defiled, and conſequently origi- 
nal guilt imputable to chem. in ſo much as they are 
part of that Maſs,which was corrupted: common 
experience 1n all A ges fell us, that unhappy canftt- 
rutions of, Parents, either natural, or acadental, 
render Pofterity exceedinfk corruxt as well inIn- 
telletuals as in bodily habits; and what reaſon can 
be given, why men beget-men, andnert beaſts, and 
beaſts beger bea{ts, ard not men, bur becauſe of the 
Affinity of Nature, between the Sire and what 1$ 
begotten ? the ſame Parity of reaion wtll infer, that 
from corrupt Men, corrupt Iflie muſt be produced, 
and how can it be otherwile luppolgg? for what is 
begotten of man, can giveno qual-tyQ it ſelt, and 
therefore muft participate of the nature, andaſcnbe 
Irs qua)ity to that by which it 1s begatten. 

J his allo is clear from Scripture, #0 can bring a 
clean thing from an unclean? not one. Job I 4. 4:

. Thirdly, Experience clearly proves, ſuch diſabi- 
lity in every performance, Religion for moſt part 
is wrapt up, 1n a bare exerciſe of outward attions 
of Devotion; Formality, Ceremony, and cuſtorna- 
ry performances, are come 1n ſuch repute that men 
ealily deceive themſelves and fit down at eaſe in 
theſe performances ,' without ſearching into-. the 
frame of the Spirit towards God, or examining the 
ſpring and motive of theſe Duties, or ſcope and end 
of their Devation, not regarding whether theſe dy- 


the Command, 1n Faith, in Senſe of Sin, in Eye to 
the Glory of God, or remorſe for Sin, in ſenſe of 
felf pollution, and'in a defire of renovation and 
aſſiftance to perform, and 1n every thing todeny our 
ſelves, and depend on God by Faith; but lull their 
Conſctences for moſt part ſecure, by having oo 
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what was cuſtomarily reputed religious perfor- 
mances. | 

Let a Man pretending to Religion more than or- 
dinary, examine himſelt impartially, he ſhall find - 
ſuch diſorder of Thoughts in religious duties, ſuck 
narrow and ſcanty apprehenfions of God, ſuch in- 
vaſion of his Thoughrs and Aﬀections, diverting 
him from the right, and leading himto impreper 
objects, unruly interruptions, ſuch ſcanty pertor- 
mances, and ſuch uneafineis under thefe duties, 
chat Cuſtom rather than Confcience (and Con- 
ſcience for Self ) if nor carnal Intereſt at beft, than 
tor Gods Glory and Salyarion, 1s the chief _lmpulſe 
or Spring of ſuch ations. But as to.the- arraigning 
of the Aﬀettion before God , whether placed on 
God, or Luſts; Faith on, Chrift tor Juftificanon, 
and Salvation, the workof Mortihcation, unfeign- 
ed Refentance,Chi!!1an Patience, Charity, Brother-. 
ly Love, and new Obedience, are Riddles, ,nor on- 
ly hid trom Carva! appreheofions, and made mens 
duties, bur rather thought nuſancies, tos "CrOWS, 
and enmity to the World and the flelh 3: fo thac 
we muſt condude, that in nature weare without 
ſtreng®h, for any Righteous performances, and that 
until the Faw of the Members be brought under 
the Law bf the Spirit, we can do no good thin 
Rom. $.

come in the third place to make ſome practical In- 
ferences from thence. | 

- Firft, If from the premiſes it be an unqueſtion- 
able truth, that Adam was created in YerfeCtion, and 
Integrity, and that he fell under the moſt deteſta- 
ble Apoftacy, and that in his Tranigreſion were 
complicated all manner of Sins, that Nature was 
polluted in him, that all after Poſterity are rainted 
with his guilt, arid made liable to the conſequences 
of his Sin. How little reaſon. have the greateſt and 
richeſt Men of the World, to boaſt, and how great 
reaſon have they to humble themſelves, upon re- 
fle&ion of their Pedigree? 
For that their deſcent was from him, who once 


- was the moſt-glorious, abſolute, richeſt, and only 


Soveraign on Earth, who for his Pride, Covetoul- 
neſs, Ingratitnde, and Murmuring , was forfeit, 
degraded. made miſerable, and debaſed, That they 
are at beſt, of corrupted, adulterate and degenerate 
blood, and. extraftion, Scripture doth clearly ex- 
plain this, Cauſe Jeruſalem tro know ber abominations, 
thy Birth and thy Nativity i of the Land of Canaag, thy

Having thus viewed the firſt eftate of Man in hisIn-- 
nocence,and his eſtate of Apoſtacy trom God,and be- 
ing intormed of the miſtery of Gods Love, and eter- 
nal good W1ll tro Man, 1n Chriit Jelus, wecome next 
to conſider, how 1n infirite Wiſdom the Redempe 


' tion of Man 1s contrived. 


We have already diſcovered how God of his boun- 
ty, made man 1n a happy andelorious eftate after 
his own Image, and upon the Condition and Cove- 
nant of obedience, he was made Lord of all the 
lublunary Creatures, and that God putting Mans 
Stock 1n his own hand, and though he was ſufficient- 
ly enabled ro perform Obedience, nevertheleſs 
through te Concupiſence of his Heart he broke his 
Allegiance to God. and incurred to himſelf and 
poſterity the forteiture of all the glorious Dignities 
and Friviledges given to him, __ he and his Poſte- 
rity were concluded under Miſery and Wrath, be- 
cauſe of Sin, fo that having no capacity in himſelf 
to be reconciled to God, and retrieve his loſs, the 
Infinite Wiſdom and Bounty of God from all Eter- 
nity, as above 1s diſcovered, did determine mans Re-

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than what he. was in at his firſt Creation, and that 
ame Infinite Wiſdom foreſceing that Man having 
corrupted his Way andHeart,the Fountain of Actions, 
And that the Thoughts and Imaginations of his Heart were 
evil and only evx continually, Gen, 6.5. Andtbat 225 Heart 
was deceitful and deſperately wicked, Jer. 17- 9. And 
though he intended Mans Reſtoration and Eternal 
Happineſs, yet becaule of the pravity of Mans Heart, 
he was neither to be treated with upon kis own In- 
tegrity, nor fit to be truſted with a new Stock 1n 
his own ſtrength, and theretore Heavenly Wiſdom, 
appoints the only begotten Son\of Lod, and Second 
Perſon of the Holy Trinity to be a Mediator for 
Man, and by him enters anto an everlafting Coye- 
nant with Man, which ſhall be cemonfrated in the 
enſuing Diſcourſe, and that as well to latisfie Dt- 
vine Juſtice tar Mans Tranſgreſlion, as to {ecure ta 
Man the fucure Stock of Gods bounty, granted. un- 
to him by verrue of this New and Second Covenant, 
and whart this Covenant is and the terms of 1t ſhall 
be the next Subject of Dticourſe. bn 
This Coyenant commonly called the Covenant of 
race:1s mutual berween God and Man through rhe 
ediator Jeſus Chrift, who in Scripture 1s called the 
Mediator of the New Covenant: confiderusg this

Firſt, As to the freedem,, is, being apparent that 
od of: his, Bree-W1ll and; Goodneſs, without afly 
ye, neceſlity, or obligation upon him. for his own 
lory, Created the World and, Man, 1n thar glort- 
dus and-ftately.

Juſtice is ſatisfied, and Man is not only relieved 
trom the ſervitude bf Sin, and delivered from wrath 
to come, and inſured in a bertereftate rhan what 
he was 1n at firft, but alſo 1s made Heir to all rhe 
moft excellent priviledges contained in this new Co- 
venant, which ſhall be branched forch in the enſu- 
ing Diſcourſe. | 

'The frequent teftrmomes of the Spirit in the New 
Teſtament, witneſs the freedom of this Covenant, 
Having Predeftinated us to the Adoption of Children b 
Felus Chriſt to himfelf according to the good pleaſure of 
his Will, Eph. 1. 5. But God whe is rich in Mercy, fat 
his great love wherewith he hath loved ws, even when we 
were dead in fins, hath be quickened us together in Chriſt; 
by Grace ye are ſaved, Eph. 2. 4.5,11. And not b 
Works of Righteouſne(s which we have done, but accord- 
ing ta has Mercy be (aved ws, by the wafhing of Regene 
ration, and renewirg of the Holy Ghoſt, which be ſhed 
on 115, abundantly, through Jeſus Chriſt our Saviour, 
that berng Fuſtified by his Grace, we ſhould be made

Exek. 37. And in that famous piaceof Geds inter- 
peling for his People, wtenall friends ard relatt- 
ons, are treacherous and helple's, Micah 7.

Throne is 1n glory for eyer more, who latd the 
Foundations of the Earth, and the Hegyensare the 
Work:nanſhip of his Hands, nevertheleis, according 
ro the Countel of his own Will, heabaſed himlelf, 
ro ener into a Virgins Wamb, and came mtothe 
World, and under tne infirmities of humane Na- 
ture, tuffered rhe higheſt 1ndzgmries, char the vileſt 
wretches could have beer: expoſed unto.

The 6xth thing to encourage Beltevers patiently 
to bear the Croſs, is the great ptizeof Eternal Lite 
already ſpoken of. 


But here it may be objected, that the Doctrine of 


mortification, ſelf denial, and contempt of the 
World, isa comfortlels, and melancholy Doctrine,

And this 1s clear from 
Common Experience; for let a Man have Wealth, if 
he have not Health, Strength and Vigor, let him 
have Riches, and if he have not Honour, let him 
have one hundred Enjoyments, it any one thing be 
wanting, which ether ſome other hath, or he ſhall 
pleaſe his fancy upon,he 15 nor content, fo notHappy, 
becauſe his Aﬀettions or fancy are not pleaſed, and 
if we conlult Solomon, the greateſt in Experience,we' 
may conclude, that Happineſs 1n Creature Enjoy- 
ments. 15 not attainable. 

The Second 1s allo Demonſtrate from Reaſon and 
Experience, it being moſt conſonant to Reaſon, that 
no contentment can be found, but in that which 1s

The Luſis of cre Eves camprehend all that 1s 
tkiny or d2lighttul to the Stght, and what can that 
de, but what 1s either the contemplation of our awn 
beauty, or outward ex &llencies, or the glory of 
other Creatures? our own may wither, and Ageand 
dicknets, and other viciflirudes make 1t decay, our 
Intirmities or thoutands of accidents can loon make 
all wirhour us taſelels arid 1nfipid to us: beſides as 
all Fleth 1s Grals, and wither as the Green Herbs, 
lo as there 1s no permanency 1n any thing to raite 
felicity from the Eves, 1t 1s not long before theſe 
Gals Windows ſhall be ſhar, the Silver threads be 
cit, and the golden bow] be broken at the 'Well by 
Death, and thereby the glory of the whole Houſe 
de darkned, Eccleſ. 12,tO 9:

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The Third thing which compleats this pittiful In- 


- ventory of the World, 1stne Pride of Life, and what 


is that bur a ſhadow to the Luſt of Humane Glory, 
and vain Titles of Honour or Preterment 1n this 
World? and how ſhort this 1s of permanency and 
happineſs, experience tells us. 

There 1s no {tinting oi Mans Ambition, the Spi1- 
rit of Pride refs not inone Title, but Envies, and 
Ambitions another, and at beſt all theſe are bur 
fanciful, and kave no 1ntrinfick worth 1n them, and 
are only valuable as Fancy eſteems them. 

How ſoon 1s ail humane Glory extinguiſhed by 
the leaſt crols Providence from God? 

How was the Glory and Pride of Nebuchadnez3ar 
ia1d ro the Ground, when he was turned from un- 
der his glorious Canopy of State, and rich embroi- 

ery, and from wearing a Crown of pure Gold, 
lent ro feed and lodge amongft the Beaſts until his 
Hair became like Birds Feathers, and his Nails hike 
Fagles Claws, and he forced to acknowledge his 
own nothingneſs and Gods Soveraignty, All whoſe 
1 orks are Truth, and bis ways Judgement, and thoſe who 
wAlk in Pride be i able t0 abaſe>? Dan. 4. 30, to end- 

How eminently was the Gluttony, Pride, and 
Tyrariny of - Adonibezeck chaftiſed, who had three- 
{core and ren Kines, having their Thumbs and 
great Toes cut off, gathered their meat under his 
tabie. who was forced to acknowledge the Sove- 
raignty and Juftice of God, &« I have dore ſo God hath 
requized me? [udges 1.7. 

How was the Blaſphemous Pride and Ambition 
ot Senzcherib and Rabſecah againſt God and his Peo- 
ple, puniſhed by Gods miraculous raiſing the Siege 
of Feruſalem, by ſending forth his Angel, and killing 
touricore and ten thouſard men in the Camp of 
Aſſyria, and when Senacherib fled and at his Idola- 
trous Devotion, God raiſed up his own Sons to

Butcher him, 2 Chron. 32. to 24. How eminently was 
the Pride of Herod, taking Glory to himie!f and not 
giving to God, ſeverely puniſhed by his beirg ſud- 
denly ftruck to Death and conſumed by Worms ?

W here is-now the glory and honour of Caſar, 
Pompey and Alexander, and all the antient Heroes? 
can their Hiftory or ours witneſs any thing to make 
_ happineſs, farther than that all perith in the 
uſing? | 
Objef. It may be objeted, 1t contentment 
be not to be found inthe things of this Life, how 
come the Apoftle toſay, havirg Food and Raiment 
ler us be therewith content 2 

For anſwer we may take up the word content, 
to fhgnity the placing our fole and full fatisfaftion 
on ſome object, without defiring any farther; and 
in that ſenſe, it 1s unlawful to place our content- 
ment in any Creature: cr content may ſigraty, an 
acquielcence 1n the uſe of any Creature Enjoyment, 
1n the meaſure, time, anc towards the end 1t 15 given 
us, as beirg contented with fo mach of the Trea- 
tyre as God will give us for our uſe 1n this Life, 
without murmuring or ftinting of him to time or 
meaſure, and in this fenieis the Apoſtie's meaning, 
as he explains himſelt, I have learned huw to want, 
and how to abound, and in every conditian therein to be 
content, Piul, 4- 11, 12, And yer he longed for Chriſt 
and Eternal Lite, and gloried in nothing bur 1n the 
Croſs cf Chrift, by whom the World was Crucified 
to him, and heto the World, Gal. 6: 14. So that 
though he uſed the World with contentment, that 
15s, with acquieſcence, 1t wasnot his full ſatisfation 
and reſt, but Chriſt was his end he drove at, in that 
ule of the Creature. | 

Now as from what hath been ſaid, we fee th 
things of this Life, though they make no happineſs, 
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they are given both to the Godly and to the Wick 
ed. bur with theſe differences. 

Eirk, The Godly have them as owning them 
from God, the Wicked alcribe them to tnemielves, 
or their own induſtry, or tuppoie they have them 
by chance. | 

Secondiy, They are given to the Godly, as Inftru- 
meats in their Journey to Heaven or Traveling 
expences, bur the Wicked have them as their Por- 
tion: 

Thirdly. They are given to the Godly with ſub- 
miſſion to tne Will of God. in time, manner and 
quiaritity, but t9 the Wicked with murmuring, re- 
pinning, 2nd covetouſnelsatter more. | 

Eourthly, They are given to the Godly to be 1m- 


proved 'or Gods Glory, butrhe Wicked ipead them 


on thei Lut's, 

Ewit, The Godiy have the Being of awning the 
diſpenſation of all things to them as trom God, thar 
they are 21! made, created, and lupported by hum, 
and that they do ail flow from him of his tree good- 
neis and pleaſure ; For by him were all things crea- 
red and for him, and all things conlift by hum, and 
he 1s before all thinzs, Col. 1. 16, 17. Every good 
and periect gift 1s from above and cometh down 
from the Father of Light, with whomis no variabie- 
neſsor ſhadow of turning, Fam. 1. 17. 

Holy David alcribeth all his Pawer, Greatneſs 
and Grandure to God ; He f-nt from above and took 
me from many Waters, he delivered me from my 
firong En*mies, and trom them' which hated me, 
for they were too ftrong for me, Pal. 18.16,17,18, 
19,31,toO 41. Flal. 27. to 4. 

But on the other hand the Wicked boa of their 
own ftrength, glory, andegreatnels, and aſcribe all 
ro themielves, as 1f they were the original of rheir 
own glory and greatneſs. 1s not this great b_ 
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ſaith Nebucha1neqzar, which I have built for the ha- 
nour of my Majeity and Glory .of my Kingdom» 
Dan. 4- 39+, | 
It was R15ſerah's boaſting, Where are the Gods of 
Hiuah, and the Gods of rhe Tuy of Seph rutim 2 
Who are they of all the Gods of tre Coun: reys, that 
they ſhould deliver rhem out of my Hand ? Thus 
the Wicked boaft theraieives, and give not tiie 
glory to God, 2 Kin 19.35.36, 37+ 
Secondly, The ſecond difference 15 that the Godly 
have all allowances as heips, and not as their Por- 
tions, but the Wicked have them as their all, and 
their Portions ; Sce what Ci1z't farty to the Rich 
Glutton, he had tis Portion in chis Lite, and 18 
chained up 1neverlaſtiring darkneis and miſery, bur 
poor L4zarws though he was glad' of the Crumbs 
from under the Rich Vans Tadle, 1s placed 1n ever- 
laſting Paradiſe of happinels. The Arms of the 
Wicked ſhall be broken, bur tie Lord upholdeth 


the Righteous, ' and their Inheritance ſhall be for 


ever, the Wicked ſhall periſh, and be as the fat of 
Lambs, they ſhall conſume away, into {ſmoak ſhall 
they conſume, ſuch as be bleſſed of him {hall inkerir 
| the Earth, and they that be curſed of him ſhall be 
cur off, Pſel. 18. 16, to 29: | 

Chriſt himſelf adviſech his People not to be 
anxious or make provifion for the Fleſh, for that 
he will take careof them, but againſt the Wicked 
whoſe care 1s only for chis World, he pronounceth 
Curſes, Wo to you that are Rich for ye have re- 
ceived your conſolation, wo to you that arefull 
for ye ſhall hunger ; wo to you that. laugh now 
tor ye ſhall mourn and weep, Luke 6.20, to 26. 

The third difference 1s, That the odly recerves 
theſe things with a humble andthankfui mind, with 
lubmifſion to the Will of God, in giving, taking 
away, or continuing; but the wicked fret, repine 
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nd murmur at every eclipſe or change, whereby 
his Condition ſeemeth to be worfted, and cove- 
rouſly curieth God in his Heart, when he hath not 
his full defire, I create the fruit of the Lips, peace 
to him that 1s far off, and to him that 1s near, ſaith 
the Lord, but there 1sno peace ro the Wicked, faith 
my God, the Wicked are like the raging Sea, cafting 
up dirt and mire, Ila. 57. 19, 20, 21. Hence thenſee 
the different complexion of the Godly and Wicked, 
the one patiently ſubmitting, the other conſtantly 
murmuxrng ; how patiently did Fob bear tke loſs 
of his Children and vaſt Eftate> The Lord hath gt- 
ven andthe Lord hath taken, bleſſed be the name of 
the Lord; in all this Fob ſinned not, neither<charged 
God fooliſhly in his Heart, Fob 1. 21, 22, 23. 

Burt on the other hand, ſee the reſtiets and 1mpla- 
cable malice of Satan to perlecute Fob, Job z.. 
to 6. 

How pattently did David ſubmit himſelf, un- 
der the revilings, curfings, and reproaches of Shij- 
me7, and the King fad, ler him curle, for the Lord 
hath ſaid to him, .curie David, who then ſhall ſay 
why haft thou done1t: my Son which came out of 
my Bowels feeketh my Lite, how much more may 
this Benjamite do it? 2 Sam. 16. Io, 11, 12. 

See on the other hand the tragical turbulency, 
and murmuring temper of the Wicked, in the in- 


Rtance of Achizophel, whoſe Counſel with David 


and Abſolom uſed to be as of an Angel of Light, 
becauſe his Counſel was rejected, in the Prude of his 
Heart he hanged himſelf, 2 Sam. 17. 23- | | 
The fourth difference of Geds difpenſations to the 
Godly and Wicked 1s, That the Godly are directed 
and aſlitted or God, to level all their ations, and 
apply all that 1s diſpenſed to them, for the Glory 
and Honour of God ; but the Wicked appty all to 


the gratitying of their Lufts'; the Godly believe, = 
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all things as well in proſperity as in adverſity, work 
rogether for their good, therefore they level all 
their purpoles and actions at his glory, Romans 
8. 28. 

Deborah though by Gad made eminently inftru- 
mental 1n that great victory over Gods Enemies, 
takes not the glory thereof to her (elf, but aſcribes 
it to God, Fudg. F » all. 

The great Steward of Heaven di{penſeth the bleſ- 
ſings of this Lite, as the Lord in the Goſpel gave 
torth his Talents to ſuch as did profir by them, he 
truſted them with more, and gave them Eternal 
Life, as the reward of their care for their Maſters 
Honour and Profit ; bur the{lothful and unprofita- 
ble Servants are caſt into utrer darkneis, where they 
{hall meet with nothing but weeping and gnaſhing of 
Teeth, Mar. 25. 14, tO 31. 

Having thus curſorily made enquiry into the emp» 
tine(ls of all humane enjoyments, ard diſcovered 
that no happineſs can be found therein, we come 
next to 1nquire 1nto that compleat felicity of Eter- 
nal Life, which 1s the fourth thing treaſured up 1n 
that bank of Marcy for Believers, and that under 
thele conſiderations. 

Firſt, The freedom of it. 

Secondly, The tulneſs of it. | 

Firft, of the freedom, as all temporal Mercies 
are of Gad, as we have already dilcovered, lo allo, 
all Spiritual allowances are of him, and from- him, 
he 1s the Father of Spirits, and of his free will he 


hath begotten us by regeneration in Chrift Jeſus, 


who hath purchaſed us with the price of his Blood, 
God ſo loved the World. that ke gave his only begot- 


ten Son, that whoſoever believeth in him ſhould 


not periſh bur have Eternal Life, Zobn 3. 19. When 
we were without ſtrength Chriſt died for us. God 
commendeth his Love to us 1inthat while we were 
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yet Sinners Chriſt died for us, That as Sin reigned 
unto Death, eyen ſo might Grace reign through 
righteouſneſs unto Eternal Life through Chriſt, 
Rom. 5.6. to end. It 1snot of kim that willeth nor 
of him that runneth, but of God that ſheweth 
Mercy, Rom: 9. 16. 

For by Grace ye are ſaved through Faith, not of 
your ſelves, it 15the gitt of God, not of works, leſt 
any Man ſhould boa't, Eph. 2. 8, 9g. 

In hope of Erernal Life whxca God that cannot 
lye promuled betorerhe World began, Tt. 1. 2. 

Having Predeftinated us unto the Adoption of 
Children, by Jelus Chrift unto himſelf, according 
tothe good pleaſure of his Will, 1n whom we have 
Redemption through his Blood, the forgivenels of 
fins according to the niches of his Grace, Ephef. 1. 
5, 7- 

"Thus ws plainly ſee the freedom of rhis gift of 
Eternal Life. rhouga purchaied by the Death of 
Chrif, yet ireely given to us by him. 

The ſecond thing we are to conſider of, is the 
fulneſs of this great gift, and for the clearer dilcoye- 
ry thereof, we (hal compare rhe exceilencies of it, 
with the things of this Lite, inal; rhe advantagious 
circumftances of the ſame. whereby we ſhall find 
the exceilencies thereof. incomparably excel all 
that can be pretended defireable in this Life, 1n all 
their ſuperlative ſtate and condition. 

The glory, fulneis and excellency of this World, 
i8 laid down by the Apoſtle in the foregoing Scrip- 
ture, fo confilt in the Luſt of the Fleſh, the Lufts 
of the Eye. and the Pride of Life, and theſe things 
periſh in the uſing, but he that doth, the Will of 
God abideth tor ever : theſe being put in the Bal- 
lance with eternal Life and its excellencies, we ſhall 
eaſily find there can be no parrallel when we confi- 
der and belieye the Teftimony of that Evangelical 
Prophet, 
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Prophet, Eye hath not ſeen nor Far heard, neither 
hath it entred into the Heart of Man to conceive, 
what great t1:1nps he harh laid up for ſuch as waiton 
him, 1/4. 64. 4. | | 

Hence we may ſee an ineſtimable difference, ſee- 
10g all the erjoyments of this Life are only ſenſual 
and variuh-ng. and the others are all Spiritual and 
Laſting to Erermty. | 

Secondly, 1f we conſider the World as the Apo- 
ſt!e deicribes1t, and that The Love of the World % net 
of the Father, and by the Apoftle Fames, that it & en- 
mily azain(t God, and that erernal life is tlie purchaſe 
of Corifts Blood, how. mach will this fink che Par- 
rallel? 1 Joh. 2. 15,16. Jam. 4. 4: 

Thirdly, If we compare the Worlds Inventory, 
that in 1t1s only the Luſts of the Eyes, the Luſts of tbe 
Fleſh, and the Pride cf Life, How ſoon 15 this caſt out 


of tlie Scales by the Apoſtle? The Kingdom of God 


conſiſts not in eating and drinking, chambering and wan- 


ronee(s, but in Peace ant Foy in the Holy Ghoſt. When- 


all that is ſaid or can be {aid of the World 18 ſuramed 
uD, . t 

Firft, In Eating and Drinking. 

Secundly, In Apparel to cloath our nakedneſs. 

Thirdly, In Friends or Rela-ions. And 

Fourthly, In Riches or Wealth: all which periſh in 
the uſing as 1s often demonſtrated; what Parallel then 
can be imagined between theſe two? For our betrer 
ſatistaftion, we ſhail examine all theſe ſeverally by 
themſelves and thole things which come wa exchange 
of them. PEE 

Firſt, Cloaths of the-beſt, Richeſt or Gordious 
ſort which can beinvented. afford no cauſe of glory, 
pride, fatisfattion, or conrtear, for at beſt they are 
but badges of our Sin and Miſery, and cauſes of grief, 
mourning, humiliation, and repentance,for thar they 
were at firſt upon Adams Tranſgreſſion inyentedro 
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cover our nakednels, diſcovered by fin, which hr 
brought ſhame, and therefore they are but the co- 
ver of our ſhame and nakednels, in which we ſhould 
neither delight not glery, but rather on fight there- 
of humblewur ſelves in the fenie of our original 
guilt and loſt eſtate in Adm, Gen. 3.7, to 12. 

Secondly, The beit of Garmears have under them 
infirm Bodtes, tairited with natural weaknelsat beft, 
and ſometimes the Richeſt cover the fraileſt Carcale, 
tainted with notome Uittempers, the figat of which 
m.1y make the Garments and what 1s under them 
loathſome and abhorrent ; to that what we have 
for our neceflity, to cover our ihame, and hideour 
loathſomnels, thould not be our Pride, much lets 
our Delighror (-lory. | 

Thirdly, Cloaths are often our Burtkzen, when 
either by penury we cannot attain to rkem, or the 
perſons are io weak that they cannot bear tnem in 
Winter to detend the cold, nor in Summer becaule 
of heat. * 

Fourthly, The faſhion changeth and frets the. In- 
digent thar they cannot have them, and draws the 
richer to exceis, emulation and prodigality in fop- 
pith and unneceffary pomp 1n the change ot faſhions, 
ro the exciting of Luſt and ſuperflous waſting whar 
better may bs b:ſtowed on the poor, whom God 
recommends as ol;jects of Charity. 

This being the badge ot our ſhame and fin, and 
the ſuperfluity thereot ſo much abounding now a 
days, 1t is worth conſideration to refle& on the 
great threatnings denounced againſt ſuch vanity and 
{luperfluity by the Propher 1(azah. eſpecially againſt 
the Pride of Women. The Lord ſhill (mite them with 
4 ſcab, and diſcover their {ecr:t parts, and take away all 
their bravery, and their round tires like the Moon, the 
changeable ſuits of Aparrel, the Mantles, Wimples, and 
Criſping Pins, the Glaſſes, fire Linnen, Hoods and Vails, 
anflead 
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inflead of a ſweet ſmell, there ſhall be a flench, inflead 
of 4 girdle 4 rent, inſtead of well {it Hair Baldneſs , 
inſicad of a Stomacher a Girdle of Sackcloath, and 
burning inſtead of Beauty, 11. 3.16. to end. 

This berg one great Idol of the fleſh and our 
ſhame, let us ſee how this Luſt of the fleſh is com- 
penled to the godly and glorified Believers. 

Firſt, for that all their Sins, and conſequently their 
ſhame are taken away 1n Chriit Jeſus, For as in A- 
dam atk ded, even [o are all made alive in Chriſt, 1 Cor. 
15.22. God ſoloved the World, that he gave hs only 
begotten Son, that whoſcever believeth in him, ſhould not 
periſh, but bave Eternal Life, Joh. 3.16. 

Fear theu not, for theu ſhalt ror be aſhamed, neither 
ſhalt thou be confounded, for thou ſhalt not be put to ſhame, 
thou ſhalt forget the ſhame 0* thy youth, and ſhalt nor 
remember the Reproach cf thy Widow-heod any more, for 
thy Maker 4 thy Huſband, Ua.s5 4: 4+ 

The Saints of God have the rotten Garments ex- 
charged, with the Righteoutnels of Jeſus Chriſt , 
Theſe ave they which came out of great Tribulation, and 
have waſhed their Robes, an1 have made theml(elves 
white in the Blood of the Lamb,\Rev-7-14, Thus the 
Saints of God as Intabitants of the New Zeruſalem, 
being Cloathed with the Righteouſneiſs of Chrift, are 
cleanled from all fin and ſhame, and fo have no ne- 
cellity of Cloatis to cover fin or ſhame. 

Secondly, the Saints have no occaſion for Cloaths, 
to Comfort the weakneſs of their Bcdies, for that 
when ra:ſed from the Dead, they ſhall not have. 
Corrupt Bodies of CorrupribleElements, but ſhall be 
Clothed with Spiritual and Incorruptible Bodzes,not 
ſubje& to change, nor tainted with infirmuries of 

Nature, Hunger, or Cold, Fleſh and Blood cannot in- 
heritthe Kingdom of God, neither doth Corruption inhe= 
rit Incorruption ; for tbs Corruptible muſt put on Incor- 
ruption, and thi Mortal muſt put on ;mmortality, 1 Cor. 
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15.50, 52,53. So that they ſhall have no occalion 
of the Corruprible Rags of moſt Sumpruous Ap- 
pare] ; how much then have rhe Saints tranſlated an-- 
ro glory the Advantage over fu:h, whole Earthy 
and Craſy Corps, muft be Clorhed with rotten Gar- 
ments, to cover their ſhame, tin and nakedneſs, and 
defend their infirm Bodies from offence of Cold, 
and Heart, of which the Saints are not ſenſible ? 

Secondly, Eating and Drinking being the ſecond 
Branch of the Lufts of the Ficſh, 1t 15 lo grols a 
predominant and necellity of Nature and weak 
Mortality, that 1t 15 not only the peculiar Reſem- 
blance of Bruits, beneath the Dignity ot Mans Soul, 
and as 1t1s the neceflity of Nature, fo it 1s the great 
burden of Nature, to be under that neceflity, that 
ſome Senſualiſts, of whom the Apoſtle faith, whoſe 
God is their B:lly, who» olory i their ſhame, who mind 
Earthly things, and Human Experienceteils us, how 
far this Tyranny upon Maa fe prevalls, that their 
luxuriant Appetice, never ſuffer them to be at eale, 
but exther airer the quantity or variety of eating 
and drinking, tney are hurryed with further defire, 
and thereby often miſerably loaded with hurtful 
dilcales, rhus delicate Morta!ls are plunged in miſery, 
by that they ſo much delizhtin, this was the Caſe of 
the Rich Slucton in the Golpel, but on the ather 
hand, the Saints in Heaven are not Afﬀicted with 
rroudlelom Apperites, for they feed on tte Manna, in 
the midſt of 1be Paradiſe of God, for they ſhall Hunger 
no more , nor Thirft any more, for th: Lamb ſhall 
feed them, and lead th:m to livins Founttins of Wa- 
zer, Rev. 21+ 4,6. their feeding 1s their Erernal be- 
holding God and the Lamb, but the Wicked feeds 
on the Eternal Wrath of God, if any Man Worſhip 
the Beaſt and bis Image, and receive his mark on bk Fore- 
bead, or in bs Hand, the {ame ſhall drink of the Wine 
of the Wrath of God, which % poured ous into the Cup of 
his 
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hi Indignation, and he ſhall be Tormented with fire and 
brimftone, in the preſence of, the Holy Angels, and in the 
preſence of the Lamb, Rev.1 4. 9,10. 

Thirdly, The third Branch of the Luſts of the 
Fleſh, 1s thar inſatiable Apperite, the World hath af- 
ter the Riches of this Lite : what hath already been 
jaid of the uncertainty, emptinels and vanities of 
| Humaa Riches, 10 the toregoing caſe of the Rich 
Glutton, and the many Inſtances of that Nature, 


may. give the Complex1on of that State : and whar 


Chriſt faith of the Rich Man;that 1t 1s hard for a Rich 
Man toenter into theKingdom of Heaven.and thatthe 
Rich have receryed their Coniolation and Portion 1n 
this Lie, do all ſufficiently 111uſtrate the Contempri- 
blereis and Miſery of that Lite, 1f not rich towards 
God ; bur on the other Hand, Bleſſed are the poor in 
S/irit, for theirs 4 the Kingdom of God, Mat.5 3. Chri- 
{tans though never fo poor in this World, have all 
things in Chriſt, They are Sons and Heirs of God. and 
joynt Heirs with Chrift, Rom.$. 17,32: all which ſhew 
how far the State of the Godly, though Pcor 1n this 
Life, exceed the Condition of the wicked, though 
rich as Craſus, if not rich towards God. - 


Fourthly, the fourth Branch of the Lufts of the 


Fleſh, 1s the pleaſure Men in this World take 1n Re- 
lations , Friends , and Companions : but what 1s 
ſaid before of this, what Chrift ſaith, who loverh Fa- 
ther, Children, Relations, Lite it (elf, or any thing 
elſe better than him, 1s not worthy of him, and 
whoſoever looſeth any of theſe things for his fake, 
ſhall hcve [double in Heaven, 1s {ufhicient to give 
ns a Parallel of the State of the Godly and the 
Wicked, who- Luſt after the Fleſh; bur let us fee 
what account the Apoſtle gives of a far better ex- 
change the Saints have made of the choiceſt of Com- 
panions, but we are come into. Mount Ston, the City of 
the living God, the Heavenly Jerulglem, unto an on 
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merable Company of Angels, into the general Aſſembly 
and Church of the Firſt-born, which are written in Hea- 
ven. and to Gol the Fudge of all, and to the Spirits of 
Fuſt Men made perfe, and 10 Jeſus the Mediator of the 
New Covenant, and to the Blood of ſprinkling, Heb.

Frame and Complexion thereof affords a Man the 
create Saristaction of all Senſual Faculties, and yet 
we {e> how frailand weak 1t 1s at beſt, ſooneſt and 
eaſieſt wounded and d1mimiſhed by Age or Accidents, 
and muſt needs have ſupports by glaſſes in Old Ape, 
or o:herwile, and at laſt ix wholy fails at Death, 
whereby we find theſetwo defe@ts in it. 

Firſt, Ir 1s but weak. 

Secondly. Ir altogerher fails at Death. The Silver 
Threads are cut, 4nd the Golden Bowl broken atthe Well, 
Ecl.12. 10 6. read all. | 

In thele Confiderations, the godly have much the 
Advantage, for when inlightned they are made of a 
ſpiritual Frame firong and vigorous, as being built 
on Chriſt the Rock of Ages by Faith, and when re- 
newed 1n him, and Tranſlated into Glory, can ad- 
mit of no defe&t, nor be ſubje& ro any Infirmity, 
you hath he quickened, who were once Dead in fn, he 
bath quickened us together in Chrift, Eph. 2.1. 
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reed of all further Nacural Infirmities, even fo re” 
newed Sinnerseven in this Life, have the Cataract? 


and Scales of Natural Darknels takea off, as ſpiri” 
rually enlightned, and made partakers of the Divine 
Nature, and are taugh» to fee and underftand the 
Myſteries of God and Godlinels, which tae Natural 
Man knoweth not, nor can underſtand; to be Carnal- 
ly minded k Death, but ro be Spiritually minded s Life 
and Peace, becauſe the Carnal Mind s Enmity againſt 
God, for it % not ſnbje& 29 the' Law of God, nelther in- 
deed can be, the Carnal Man recetveth not the things of 
God, for they are focliſhneſs unto him, neither can he 
now t9em, bec:u'e they are Spiritually diſcerned, but be 
that # Spiritual, julgeth all things, Rom. 8. 6, 7. 
for who have known the mind of the Lord, that he may 
infirut him » but we have the mind of Chriſt, 1 Cor.2.

Thus Chriftians having the Eyes of their Under- 
fanding enitghtned, they can ſee and underſtand di- 
tinfly, for they waik and ice by Faith, and not by: 
Senſe, and b:ing here as ro the World Strangers,and 
not mindang the World in a Carnal Method, as 
Worldlings do, and as dit 1ntereiled, they do impar- 
tially make the more certain oblervation and judg- 
ment of things of rhis Lite, therefore we are always 
confident, knowing that whil- in the Body, wz are abſent 
from the Lord, for we walk by Faith, not by Sight, we 
are confident and willing to ve abſent from the Body, and 
be preſent with the Lord, 2 Cor. 5. 9. The Saints have 
yet a further excellency in rkeir fight, tor when they 
are Spiritualized in this Life, and the natural 1gno- 
rance taken off by their ingraitment in Chrift, when 
theſe Silver Threads are cut, they are enhighrned 
with the knowledge and fight which fails nor, and 
united to Chriſt, that firſt and Original Light, and 
their knowledge is eternal and unextinguiſhable,and 
augmented to the ſeeing, not ny in part as 1n on

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Life, but to know 45 they are known, and to ſee as they 
ſeen eternally in the Heavens, that they all may be one, as 
theu Father art in me, ard I in thee, that they alſo may 
be one in ws, that they may be perf: in onz.

Cantlz, nor lizhtsf Sun or Moon, for the Lord giveth. 
:b>m Lizht. Hence plainly may appear, the great 
difference between the Lufts of the Eyes, in a Car- 
nal Man, and the Tranſcendent excellencies of the 
1ght of the Saints in glory, for that the Carnal Eye 
of the Body can only reach ſenſual Objes, and 
that under great Infirmities and Weaknels, but the 
Spiritual Light reacherh Heavenly ObjeRs, and that 
11 full extent, and continues its ſtrength to all Eter- 
nity. 

The laſt thing which makes up the Worlds glory 
and exceilency, 1s the Pride of Life, by which may 
be unce1ſtocd all Weridly Honour, Credit, Titles, 
aad Preterments, which do chiefly confift, erther in 
naked Titles of Honour, or Titles with Preterment 
2nd Benefit attending them, 1n both which reſpects, 
we {hall find that of the glorified Saints, infinitely 
exce!i ailthat canbe pretended from the World. 

 Worldiy Titles of Honour. of the Higheſt Eleva- 
tion or Degree, as Dukes. Kings, Emperors,and ſuch 
ke, are ſplendid in Carnal Fancy, but having no 
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mtrinfick value, depending only unon the froth 
Opimon of others, the protefiors thereof may fall 
from them, 12to more Contempt than they were 
in efteem by reaſon of their Titles , Power and 
Glory, as daily experience teacheth, but the Saints 
are Sons an1 Heirs of God, and joynt Heirs with Feſus 
Chriſt, and their Names, Titles and Dignities are en- 
cred in the Records of Heaven, and rhey are Sealed 
with Truth that carmort lye, The grace and calling of 
God % without Repentance. 

Ts him that overcometh, wil! T give a New Name, bet- 
ter than the Name of Sons and Daughters, the Name of 
God, and the City of God which cometh down from Hea- 
ven, this ts more Honourable, than thar of the Or- 
der of St. George, or St. Anirews, or any of the moſt 
{plend1d Digniies on Farth, Rev. 3.12, 

Thete Ticles are not only glorious, though not 
made up of the yain and flatrering notions of Carnal 
tanctes, and outward fgaity and fhew, but are alſo 
accompanyed with the richeſt Preferments.and great- 
ef oe : ſuchas are thus dignified with the Nanre 
of God on them, are inthe Preience Chamber con: 
tnually, before rhe Throne of God Day and Night, 
and bethat fitteth on the Throne, dweleth amongſt them, 
they ſhall Hunger no more, n:irher Thirſt any more, nei- 
they ſhall the Sun light on them, or any Heat, Rev. 
7+ I5,16,17. 

Though rheſe be not eminant Titles, yet not all, 
and what the richeſt, greateſt, and moſt generous 
Princes on Earth cannot give, the Lord gives to the 
Saints, ke makes them Sens and Heirs of his Everlaſt- 
Ing Glory, he that overcometh, ſhall inherit all things, 
and he fhall be my $cn, and 1 will be bs God, Rev. 21. 
7. If yebe riſen with Chriſt, then are ye Heirs accor- 
dizg to bis promiſe, and joynt Heirs with Chrift, and 
becauſe ye are Sor, God hath fent forth this Spirit of 
W*% Son into your Hearts, whereby ye cry Abba Father, 
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wherefore thou art 10 more 4 Servant, but 4 Son, and if 4

Hence we ſee how far all the Glory , Grandure and 
Enjoymentsof this Life, come ſhort to that inhen- 
tance in Heaven, and expectation of Believers. 

Having thus viewed the emprineſs of all theſe Car- 
naland Earthly pretentions, with the fulneſs of the 
Saints inheritance, we come now to tlie anſwer of 
theſe three toregoing Objections. 

Objee. Frit, The S-ope of the firft being, that the 
Kirgdom of Heaven 1s to be purchaſed on hard 
Terms, by theloſs of all the Comforts, and what's 
dear inthe World, and that ſuch Doctrine is Dil- 
courageable, and inclines Men ro to a taking up with, 
and delighting inthe pleaſures of the Fleſh, by So- 
lowms adyice, rather than in the loſs thereof, anxt- 
ouſly to {eek after ſo hard a bargain, as the Kingdom 
of Heayen. 

Anſw. In anſwer to which, we muſt lead the Ob- 
jector back ta the Survey and Conſideration of the 
two things in Competition, viz. Worldly Enjoy- 
ments, and things of erernal Lite, and when the 
yaruty, uncertainty, and emptineſs lof the firſt 1s 
conſidered, and compared with the infinite excel- 
lenctes, and fulneſs in the laſt, and as Heaven 1s of 
more value than Earth, ſo theſe eatthly things muff 
be of leis efteem, than theſe Heavenly, and ſeeing 
in Mercandife, and good Husbandry, the value of the 
ng in purchaſe 15 conſiderable , keyond the price, 
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or in'ballance with . it, in proſpe& of the adyanta» 
ges that rmy accrew; lo that inreaſon, it cannot be 
pretended, that the getting of Heavea in- all rhe glo- 
rious excellencies thereof, can be a hard bargain, 
though the World under its beft pretentioos, ſhould 
begivenin purchaſe, For what hath a Man profited, 
if he gain the whole World, and loſe bis own Soul , 
Mart. 16.76. 

Secondly, Conſider Cod 1s the Author of Lie, 
made Heaven and Earth, and diipoles of 1t ar his 
pleaſure, hath he not then the Terms in his own 
hand ? muſt we cut and carve, and make bargains 
for our ſelves, and of our fide only 2 muſt we have 
Heaven and Eternal Lif-, on our Terms, or on Gods 
Terms? as he have the World to us freely, he may 
make what Terms he ptealeth, and 1t we will not 
cioſe with God on his Terms, we may, and mult g9 
without the bargain. 

And theſe are Chrifts Terms, he that taketh not up his 
Croſs Daily, and followeth not me, % rot worthy of me, 
Mar. 10. 38. 

Thirdly, This Doctrine of felf-denyal, Crucity- 
ing the Word, and Morttfication neither doth, or 
ſhould diſconrage from the purchaſe of Heaven, for 
that it doth not torbid the uſe,or comfort of theCrea-» 
ture, but commands that it be uſed aright, accor- 
ding to the Will of God, Whatſcever % ſold in the ſham- 
bles, that eat a5hirg no queſtion for Conſcience ſake, the 
Earth is the Lords, and the fulneſs thereof, 1 Cor. 10.25, 
26. Wearenot torbid the uſe, but the abuſe of the 
Creature, we are Commanded to Crucifie the fleſh, and 
the Lufts thereof ; but we are not commanded to de- 
froy Nature, or Deſpiſe the Moderate uſe of the 
Creatures, for our Moderate and Temperate Subfi- 
france, but forbidden the Ryoting of the Creatures 
on our Lufts; and thoagh many of Gods People, do 


voluntaril y-abftain from the abuſe ard fuperfluous 
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uſe of the Creature, or that by his Providence, the 
plenty thereof may ſame time be reftrained from 
them, even to ſtretghts, yet he ſupplieth that with 
the Ble{fng of a Contented Submifion, and teach- 
eth how to-warnt, and how to abourd. and in every 
Condition therewtch to be content, Phz 4.r1,12. and 
leadeth thera to a depencance on himic!f, that he 
willnot ſuffer them to be Tempted ayovegmealure, 
bu: that with every Temptation, he will give an out- 
gate, that they may beable to bear 1t. 1 Cor. 10. 13. 
And make tnem wair on the appornted time for the 
viſicn, 1n their greateſt ftretghr:, H2b. 2.3. 

We areno: torbi:{ the moderare ule ot rhe World, 
for ſupply ol our Nezeftities, as Mortals, when uled 
1n the tcar of God. and in Faith of Jetus Chriſt, but 
we are forbulcein pacing our Aﬀections on Earthly 
things. wnen ther corre nn Compecttion vith Chriſt, 
his Honour. and Intereſt. and clog our deſires and 
auies towards Gol, 1o as not t {<tr his glory before 
us. as the main deſign 11 every th1rg. 

Fourthly, Solomons Advice 15 miſtaken, as 1f he 
te ſhould encourage Men to fatiare, and delight 
them islves, on!y inthe Fleaſvres and Enjoyments of 
the Creature, withour Dependance cn God, or to 
take that of the Creature tor their all, and not mind 
tuture Happinels; he only in experience of Humane 
vanities, reproves Mens re21ng on thc Creature, as 
making an Idol thereof, and adviſeth the moderate 
ule of it, without anxiety .in rerr5of of the World- 
Igs, who 1n the too exceſhve affetion of the Crea- 
ture, take not the free and thankful enjuyment of it , 
but Tovetoufly hoards itup, and makes a God of it, 
wich he accounts fooliſhneſs, and warmly reproves 
reſting on Creature delights, Eccl. 11.8, 9 

O5jet. ThelecondObjetion is,that theDoRrine of 
Sarnts ſufferings, ſeems contrary to Scripture, which

Anſw. For aniwer to this, the Lord Jeſus Chrift, 
who 1s that wonderful Counſellor, the everlafting 
Father, the Prince of Peace, Wiſdom it ſelf, Prov. 


| 8.1. in whom dwells the Godhead bodily, Joveir 
(elf, and Juſtice it ſelf, doth not teach inconſiſtent 


Dottrines, | 
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Docrines, neither that which 1s inconſiftent with 
his Holy Nature of Juſtice, Wildom, Love, and 
Charity, bur all his Doctrines are Coherent and Har- 
monous, theretore we muſt underſtand him 1n the 
Language ot the Spirit, 

The World may be taken up two ways:

Now 1n the firſt tenſe ro love the World as 
Gad did, when Manand all thines were 1n Integr1- 
ty, and to behold and enjoy the World, as God did 
reſting into himſelf, fo admiring God tn the Crea- 
ture, and reting 1a the Creator;chis loving and uſing 
the Creature or World, 15 not inconſiſtent with the 
love of God; but to uſe and delightin the Creature, 
when under the Curſe, Power and Domimion of Sa- 
ran, and reſt on 1t, and nor on God, 1s inconſfiftent 
with the love of the Father. 

Secondly, By the words of the Evangeliſt , If any 
Man love the World, the love of the Father is not in him : 
and by the Apoftle James's Defrine, know ye not, that 
the Friendſhip of the World i Enmity with God, whoſoe- 
ver therefore will be a Friend to the World, %# the Enemy 
of God, Fames 4.4. Theſe words muſt be meant in 
the lecond fenie, as when the World by - Adems 
Tranſgrefiion was accurſed, and as it were Eſcheated, 
and putin Bondage, Ro.8.20,21, to Satan the Prince 
of the Pewer of Darkneſs : and not when it ſtood

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ſtraight with God,and was all good 1n his Sight : and 
by theſe wards, the Love of the Father 1s not in him, 
ſeems an Anathema, and Curſe to all rhe Lovers of 
the World, asthe Apoſtle cj!ewhere pronounceth a 
Curle, if any Men love not the Lord Feſus Chriſt, ler 
him be Anathema Marenatha, 1 Cor. 16. 22. 1o that the 
love of the World as it 1s under the Dominion of 
Saran 1n the ſecond Senſe, cannot be conſiftent with 
the Love and Honour of God. 

It cannot be doubted, that the Father having giv- 
en his Son for a Ranſom for Sinners, but with him 
alſo he will give them all things, and that they have 
in his r1ght a ſurer and better Title to the World,and

jers expectation of Victory, quickneth Aftions,and 
the glory of Victory hoped for makes Combatants 
diſpile all Difficulties ; if then in common Warfare, 
which 1s only for Weridly Honour, Riches, or In- 
tereft ( which when obtained )) periſh 1n the uſing, 
the chearfulneſs be requifite, much more in the 
War for Eternal Glory 

In this wartare the Combatants have more reg- 
ſonthan any others. Firſt, For thatthe prize fought 
for is eternal happinets.
